EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Publication No.: 20040062193 disclose an OFDM system with multiple 
OFDM symbols combined with frequency hopping. The sub-carriers are mapped 
and encoded. Inverse Fast Fourier Transform is performed to produce time 
domain signals. (Fig. 10 and Fig. 7) The publication fails to disclose equation for 
predetermined number of sub-carriers on an entire usable frequency band and 
frequency hopping pattern as recited. 

Patent No.: 6563881 disclose an OFDM system comprising symbol 
mapping, frequency conversion and inverse Fast Fourier Transform. Frequency 
hopping is performed on multi-carrier signal on a predetermined frequency band. 
The patent fails to disclose the predetermined number of sub-carriers as 
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calculated according to the recited limitations as well as frequency hopping 
pattern as recited. 

The prior art found, alone or in combination, failed to recite the limitations. 
The invention pertains to orthogonal frequency division multiple accesses 
(OFDMA), where the frequency domain signals of comb symbols are allocated to 
a modulated data sequence, frequency hopping is performed on the comb 
symbols with an independent frequency offset, inverse Fast Fourier Transform is 
applied to the comb symbols, wherein the comb symbols contain predetermined 
number of sub-carriers are defined as the equation N and X(k) is defined based 
on the number of sub-carriers, wherein frequency hopping performed on the 
comb symbols having a pattern as recited.
